A thor- 
mgh search of the

ums in New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts by the relatives revealed the 
fact that no such person had been 
admitted for treatment. 


It is positive known that at the time 


of his disappearance Painchaud car- 
ried an insurance on his life, which Is

We must pay more attention to the home life of our young peo- 


ple and that will bring about a great reform In these perplexing mat- 
ters. This quest Ion of freedom unit restraint among young people is one 
of the most serious matters in our American life. 1 am not ignorant 
of the praise which foreign visitors have given to our independent, self- 
lesponsiblo life granted to young men and young women in this 
country. Some of them have seen great advantages In'the building up 
of character. On the other hand I have read many severe criticisms 
as to the license, so-called, of social habits among the young in this 
land of ours. 


Combining the two, and joining my own judgment, I unhesitating- 


ly state that I think there should be greater.constraint used by the 
parents. 
There is a happy medium. But the great need today is a 


more thorough attention on the part of American parents with regard 
to the habits and conduct of their children. 


One would think sometimes that the purpose of a family is to 


cultivate the children to do what they best like. We cannot Ignore 
fundamental faiAs of nature and society. Tho sad case in courts, told 
in the newspapers, show how we are tending. 


As regards both points under consideration, there is a warning 


that should be given first to the parents, and second to the children 
of our American homes. Of course, the chief responsibility rests with 
the fathers and mothers in whom there seems to.be just at present a 
rather law control.

To be available all the constituents 6i 
tha't food must be burned, producing 
heat and power. For that buramg the 
oxygen of tho air Is essential. Equally 
true is it that nitrogen must be pres- 
ent, to prevent tho rapid combustion, 
which would take place la oxygen 
alone. 
But. whether the combustion 


be fast or slow, the action is tlio same. 
The body burns tho carbon and hy- 
drogen of Its food and gives out tho 
oxides of these substances, carbon 
dioxide (carbon acid gas) and hydrogen 
oxide (water). 
The water 'that is 


formed -within the body by tho burn- 
ing of hydrogen Is of comparatively 
slight importance In a consideratio'n ol 
the vital questions of the effect of city j 
air upon the individual, but the othei 
factor, the carbon dioxide formed lii' 
the body, is of direct importancc'.- 
Hollls Godfrey In Atlantic.
